We  begin  witli  much  thanks  tor  the 
support  expressed  during  our  April  Fund 
Drive.  The  final  total  of  5102,190  repre- 
sents the  second  fund  drive  with  pledge 
totals  above  SI 00,000.  These  pledge 
totals  need  to  be  turned  into  cash,  so  a 
reminder  to  all  with  unpaid  pledges  to  get 
us  your  check  or  money  order  as  quickly 
as  possible.

The  hiring  process  for  new  staff,  or 
should  we  say  processes  for  new  staff, 
are  proceeding.  The  first  committee  to 
conclude  its  work  recommended  the 
hiring  of  Cory  Dubin  as  News  Director. 
The  recommendation  was  unanimous, 
from  a  strong  field  of  applicants.  I 
accepted  the  recommendation  with  enthu 
siasm,  as  I  have  been  familiar  with  Cory's 
work  for  some  years. 

Cory  comes  to  KPFK  with  extensive 
background  in  Public  Affairs  and  News  at 
KCSB,  the  University  of  California  statior 
in  Santa  Barbara.  There  he  has  played  a 
key  role  in  developing  a  community- 
oriented  public  affairs  schedule,  and  a 
news  operation  responsive  to  the  multi- 
cultural needs  of  our  community.  We 
e.xpect  that  he  will  begin  the  work  of 
News  Director  around  June  15,  and 
assume  full  responsibility  for  the 
Department  by  the  first  of  July. 

I  anticipate  that  the  hiring  processes 
for  the  Public  Affairs  Director  and  Music 
Director  will  be  completed  before  the  end 
of  May,  and  that  those  new  staff  will  take 
their  positions  around  the  same  time. 

It  nas  been  difficult  for  the  interim 
staff  in  these  positions  to  function 
effectively,  because  they  were  never 
certain  how  long  they  would  be  in  the 
positions.  Original  appointments  usually 
were  intended  to  last  for  a  couple  of 
months  and  some  have  stretched  out  for 
more  than  a  year.  I  wish  to  thank  Don 
Rush,  Ray  Estrada,  Sylvester  Rivers, 
Wendv  White,  Chris  Gillette  and  Mike 
Model  for  taking  on  part  of  the 
responsibility  over  the  past  few  months  in 
News  and  Public  Affairs,  and  Kwaku 
Lynn  and  Andrea  Enthal  for  doing  the 
same  in  Music  for  almost  two  years. 
Some  of  these  same  people  may  con- 
tinue on  a  permanent  basis,  if  that  is. 
the  decision  made,  but  whatever  their  pr 
particular  future  role,  their  past  contri- 
butions must  be  recognized. 

Further,  I  would  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  Miya  Iwataki,  who  has  been 


functioning  as  coordinator  for  Cultural 

programming.  We  are  posting  the  job  for 

a  Cultural  Affairs  Director  (half-time)  and 

hope  to  see  that  job  filled  in  the  next  two 

months. 

MANAGEMENT  CHANGES 


After  an  examination  of  the  candi- 
dates for  Program  Director,  and  con- 
sideration of  the  many  transitions 
taking  place  on  the  KPFK  staff,  it  was 
my  decision  not  to  proceed  to  hire  a 
program  director.  It  seems  wise  to 
leave  this  decision  to  the  new  General 
Manager. 

And  speaking  of  the  new  manager... 
the  staff,  programmers,  board  and 
Friends  committees  representatives 
have  interviewed  the  final  four  serious 
candidates  for  the  position  of  General 
Manager.  As  of  this  writing,  their  reco- 
mmendations have  been  forwarded  to 
the  National  Board  Executive 
Committee,  which  must  make  the  final 
selection.  I  expect  this  will  happen  the 
weekend  of  May  19,20  when  the  Nat- 
ional Board  of  Pacifica  will  be  meeting. 
I  expect  that  we  will  have  a  public  ann- 
ouncement of  this  hire  on  May  21  and 
that  July  will  be  the  transition  month.

TRANSMITTER 

We  experienced  almost  three  months 
of  good  clean  operation  from  our 
transmitter/antenna  STL.  But  we  are  still 
facing  problems.  In  early  April  we  had 
weakness  in  one  of  the  Studio-to-trans- 
mitter  micowave   transmit  recieve  units. 
That  has  forced  us  into  monoral. 

Just  before  the  fund  drive,  we  were 
informed  that  we  were  creating  a 
harmonic  splatter  in  someone  else's  signal 
territory.  We  made  repairs  to  the  antenna 
during  the  fund  drive,  and  aside  from  the 
need  to  replace  parts  of  the  de-icers  (still 
to  be  done)  the  antenna  is  now  running 
clean.  So  is  one  if  the  two  parallel  trans- 
mitter units.  But  we  never  returned  to 
full  power  as  part  of  the  harmonic 
problem  came  from  one  half  of  the 
transmitter.  We  have  gone  off  the  air 
two  weeks  in  a  row  to  test  the  final 
section  of  the  transmitter,  the  final  tube, 
the  harmonic  traps,  etc.  We  have 
consulted  with  the  factory.  We  have  not 
found  the  problem  yet.  We  are  still 
looking  and  insisting  that  the  manu- 
facturer help  get  this  right.  Even  as  we 
experience  continued  problems  with  the 
system,  the  virtues  of  the  design  are  begin- 
ning to  emerge. 

We  can  operate  with  1/2  of  the  trans- 
mitter and  get  powerful  and  effective 
service.  The  new  antenna  configuration  is 
extremely  effective  at  half  power.  When 
we  are  able  to  buy  a  back-up  STL  link  we 
should  be  able  to  stay  on  the  air,  with  an 
effective  signal  99%  of  the  time,  if  we  are 
eventually  able  to  buy  a  stand-by  antenna, 
we  should  be  able  to  increase  that  to 
99  44/100  reliability.

nevitable  revolutions  or  are 
you  going  to  antagonize  them 
with  invasions,  press  campaigns 
and  economic  aggressions?  It 
does  not  matter.  Revolutions 
are  going  to  progress.  You  will 
not  be  able  to  put  out  all  the 
fires  in  Latin  America,  Africa 
and  Asia. 

But  try  to  understand. 
Try  to  understand  that  a  revolu- 
tion in  Latin  America  can  affect 
only  a  handful  of  Yankee  enter- 
prises, but  never  the  concrete 
welfare  you  enjoy.

Cuestion  de  Enfoques. 

Es  muy  frecuente  que  al 
jugar  al  erudito,  y  querer  seii- 
alar  algun  aspecto  importante 
de  una  civilizacion,  usemos  el 
termino  cultura  para  describir 
un  todo  global,  y  no  un  aspecto 
especifico  de  ella.  No  es  de 
extranar  que  la  palabra  se  nos 
escurra  por  la  boca,  y  el  enfasis 
que  en  ella  ponemos,  es  a  veces 
tan  subjetivo  que  el  verdadero 
significado  se  pierde  o  se  con- 
funde. 

Mientras  que  para  algu- 
nos  cultura  significa  un  concep- 
to  vivo  con  manifestaciones 
artisticas,  religiosas,  politicas, 
intelectuales  y  sociales,  para 
otros  el  vocablo  se  limita  a  un 
piano  individual  donde  las  obras 
de  personajes  ya  reconocidos 
por  la  historia,  exhibidos  y 
archivados  en  museos  y  biblio- 
tecas,  son  mostrados  como 
ejemplos  a  seguir  por  todo 
aquel  que  quiera  ser  culto  "refi- 
nado"  o  supuestamente  inteli- 
gente. 

Si  bien  es  cierto  que  en  el 
proceso  de  la  historia,  las  obras 
de  los  hombres  conocidos  como 
"ilustres,"  son  y  representan  de 


alguna  forma  el  grado  de  desar- 
rollo  de  una  sociedad,  la  manera 
en  que  se  induce  y  maneja  el 
conocimiento  de  ellas  deja 
mucho  que  desear. 

En  una  sociedad  donde  el 
capital  impone  las  normas  de 
consume),  no  solamente  de 
bienes  y  satisfactores,  sino  tam- 
bic'n  de  intangibles  como  el  ar- 
te, las  modas,  etc.,  las  clases 
marginadas  que  no  pueden  inte- 
grarse  al  frenesi  consumidor,  se 
ven  obligados  a  crear  una  cul- 
tura que  se  antoja  clandestina, 
frente  a  los  moldes  ya  impues- 
tos.  Sin  embargo,  estas  manifes- 
taciones populares  son  la  raiz 
que  han  nutrido  a  las  obras  con- 
sideradas  hoy  en  dla  como  clisi- 
cas. 

Para  los  que  estan  en  el 
poder,  es  muy  importante  pro- 
mover  la  idea  de  que  toda 
expresion  creativa  es  fruto  de 
inteligencias  superdotadas, 

iluminadas,  anormales  o/  miti- 
cas,  para  hacer  creer  al  pueblo 
que  sus  posibilidades  de  desar- 
rollo  estd'n  fuera  de  alcance,  y 
asf  imponer  valores  que  defien- 
dan  sus  intereses.  Pero  es  nece- 
sario  apuntar  que  los  modelos 
culturales  que  nos  imponen, 
fueron  fruto  no  solo  de  la  capa- 
cidad  creativa  individual,  sino 
tambien  de  las  condiciones 
sociales  existentes  en  un  mo- 
mento  dado.

The  Folio  is  mailed  Second  Class, 
and  should  take  2  to  5  days  to  get 
to  most  places.

First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  $10  ex- 
tra per  year  (prorated  at  85  cents 
per  month  for  current  subsrciptions).
